T he parade honoring the World Se- 
ries champion Chicago Cubs will 
start at lo a.m. Friday at Wrigley 
Field before ending with a noon 
rally in Grant Park, the city and team an- 
nounced Thursday 

The team will leave the ballpark at lo a.m. 
and work its way south toward downtown, but 
city officials did not release the entire route. 

Instead, the city is asking fans to view the 
parade at three locations: Addison Street 
from Sheffield to Pine Grove; North Michi- 
gan Avenue from Oak to Ohio streets; and 
Columbus Drive between Monroe Street 
and Balbo Avenue. Those are the three parts 
of the parade where the vehicles carrying the 
team will proceed slowly at “parade speed,” 
according to Shannon Breymaier, a city 
spokeswoman. 

It’s unclear whether the team will take 


Lake Shore Drive south and exit at Michigan 
to start the second leg of the route, but that 
portion of the parade is scheduled to kick off 
at II a.m. 

The team then will proceed to Grant 
Park, where a rally will take place at Lower 
Hutchinson Field around noon. It’s free and 
open to the public, but people will have to 
pass through security screening at entrances 
at Michigan Avenue and Jackson Boulevard 
and Michigan and Congress Parkway Attend- 
ees can bring in closed water bottles, and food 
vendors will set up shop. 

Street closures could start as early as 4 a.m. 
Friday and city officials urged people to take 
public transportation. The city also issued 
a warning: “There will be zero tolerance for 
drinking on the public way” 

The CTA will offer additional service to the 
Loop on Friday on all eight rail lines follow- 
ing the morning rush period through midday 


CTA buses will be detoured in the downtown 
area during the parade and because of street 
closures for the rally, so bus riders should al- 
low for extra travel time. The agency said its 
Red and Blue subway lines and Brown, Green, 
Pink and Orange elevated lines are the best 
options for Cubs fans heading downtown. 

The CTA recommends that riders buy fare 
cards in advance with sufficient value, or add 
value to their existing Ventra cards, to avoid 
lines at vending machines. 

Metra is also adding train service and ca- 
pacity and delays are expected since trains 
should reach capacity on all lines. The com- 
muter rail service is offering a one-day $5 un- 
limited ride ticket for the Friday celebration 
and encourages all passengers to purchase it 
in advance. 

“Tomorrow is expected to be the busi- 
est day in Metra’s history” Metra CEO Don 
Orseno said in a statement. “We ask all of our 


regular customers and the new customers we 
expect to see tomorrow to be patient and, 
most importantly be safe.” 

Because of the Cubs rally and parade, bikes 
and alcohol will not be permitted on any Me- 
tra trains Friday and quiet car rules will be 
suspended. 

City Hall had been planning to hold a pa- 
rade Monday if the Cubs won Game 7, but the 
team asked to move it up to Friday a City Hall 
source said. Baseball general managers will 
gather Monday in Scottsdale, Ariz., for four 
days of meetings. And many of the players 
have offseason homes in other cities and in 
countries in Latin America, and would prefer 
not to wait around until next week before get- 
ting out of town. 

Chicago Public Schools students won’t 
have to play hooky to watch the parade— Fri- 
day already was scheduled as a day off

FILM FRAME-MARVEL 


So psychedelic you miss 
the lack of greater meaning 


The Marvel Cin- 
ematic Universe 
keeps expanding, and 
this time it’s occupy- 
ing universes beyond 
our own. Doctor 
Strange, arguably 
the most mystical of 
Stan Lee’s creations, 
is a neurosurgeon- 
turned-sorcerer who, 
you guessed it, goes 
on to save the world. 
Other elements like 
multiverse theory, dark magic and the mysti- 
cal arts are thrown in there without enough 
time to be explained, but who cares because 
NewTbrk City literally gets folded in on 
itself and Benedict Cumberbatch can fly 

What happens? 

Doctor Stephen Strange (Cumberbatch) is an 
egotistical neurosurgeon who loses every- 
thing when a car accident robs him of the use 
of his hands. In an effort to find a cure that 
will let him operate again. Strange abandons 
Western medicine and heads to Kamar-Taj in 
Nepal, where he studies the mystic arts and 
alternate dimensions under the guidance of 
the Ancient One (Tilda Swinton). Strange is 
enlisted to help other sorcerers protect Earth 
against threats from rogue sorcerer Kaecilius 
(Mads Mikkelsen), who attempts to summon 
Dormammu of the Dark Dimension in an 
effort to broaden his powers. 

What’S good? 

Watching “Doctor Strange” is nothing 
short of having the hallucinogenic trip of a 
lifetime. It is visually stunning and makes 
excellent use of 3-D, which feels less like 
a gimmick and more like a vital part of 


experiencing the film as it’s supposed to be. 

Cumberbatch is brilliant as the titular 
character, incorporating a real darkness and 
desperation into Strange in a way that dif- 
ferentiates him from Marvel’s familiar Tony 
Stark-esque arrogance that we’re already 
familiar with. That’s a trait of the film as a 
whole: It feels comfortable being back in the 
MCU, but at the same time, it’s like nothing 
we’ve ever seen from it before. The richness 
of the mystical arts and newness of this fac- 
tion of the MCU keeps “Strange” from being 
hindered by its overly simplistic plot. There’s 
nothing innovative about a good guy standing 
up to a more powerful bad guy but the depth 
of the mythology saves it from feeling boring. 

What’S bad? 

All that being said, there is still a lack of 
why this whole thing matters. We all know 
that Marvel is gearing up for its ‘Avengers: 
Infinity War” in 2018, but they ultimately 
fail at walking the line between setting up 
Doctor Strange to appear in that film and 
stiU introducing the character as his own 
entity The extensive mythology behind 
Doctor Strange’s origins makes it hard to 
do both in one film. (The casual inclusion 
of “Hey, he’s been wearing an Infinity Stone 
around his neck this entire time” undermines 
the importance of his role in the impending 
“Infinity Wars.”) 

While Cumberbatch and Rachel Mc- 
Adams mesh well together on screen, once 
again, a woman is relegated to the role of 
female companion stuck in a constant state 
of disbelief Do better. Marvel. 

Final verdict 

Whether or not you’re a Marvel fan, “Doctor 
Strange” is worth a watch, if only for the 
cinematic experience.

A different sort of war movie 


There should be a rule 
against directors using 
beautiful cinematog- 
raphy on a film where 
you have to watch 
rats nibble on human 
corpses— it kind of 
defeats the purpose. 
From behind the 
camera, Mel Gibson 
does not hold back on 
“Hacksaw Ridge,” a 
World War II 
true story about Desmond Doss (Andrew 
Garfield), a conscientious objector who 
proved himself heroic without ever touching 
a weapon. 


What’s good? 

Gibson knows how to bring a scene to life, 
whether it’s the gorgeous Virginia countryside 
or the gory chaos of the battlefield. Every shot 
is vivid and graphic, with religious imagery 
laced throughout. Despite Desmond’s fervent 
religiousness (the film opens with a voiceover 
of a Bible verse), the movie does not feel ex- 
plicitly religious. Above all, it values Desmond’s 
convictions and his staying true to his identity 
Garfield is as charming as ever, adopting 
a Southern drawl and an unwavering grin to 
play Desmond. Hugo Weaving and Teresa 
Palmer are memorable as Desmond’s father 
and wife, respectively, but it’s Vince Vaughn 
who brings some levity to the film as Des- 
mond’s sergeant.

What happens? 

Desmond grows up in Virginia, the son 
of an alcoholic World War I vet and his 
gentle wife. His father’s violence coupled 
with a childhood fight between brothers 
gone wrong instills religious convictions in 
Desmond. He won’t even touch a gun, but 
he wants to help his country by serving as a 
medic in the war. This proves more difficult 
than Desmond expects, as the military tries 
to shame him for his beliefs and force him 
to quit. And lucky Desmond— once that 
situation has been endured, he has to go to 
Japan to face the horrors of war without a 
weapon. 


What’S bad? 

The issues with “Hacksaw Ridge” are a 
matter of editing and restraint. Some of 
the religious imagery is heavy-handed, and 
a scene where Desmond says “I can’t hear 
you” aloud to God feels like a little much. At 
13 1 minutes, the film toes being a little long, 
especially when you consider the stretches of 
uninterrupted time in battle. There are only 
so many ways you can see a limb blown off a 
body before it starts to become redundant. 

Final verdict 

There are a lot of war films, but “Hacksaw 
Ridge” feels unique in its dogged pacifism.
